To start, they already are trying to pull back on frequency on filming on Hope St. 
At the end of the day, though, this is out of their control - assuming that Luma 
continues to invite film crews in to film, they City will continue to allow filming on 
Hope St. 

Moving on to the positive news, I am quite frankly amazed how much Film LA is 
able to offer businesses, particularly small businesses. In some extreme cases, 
they have offered paid parking and other means of compensation for businesses 
that are hit very hard by the filming, their crew, etc. I would like to connect you
